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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections -35 JJSC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-11 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

3. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field 
usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed. 
Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute 
the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon skilled preparation and 
prosecution.

4. Claim 12 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only and cannot depend 
from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claim 12 
has not been further treated on the merits. 

Drawings 

5. The drawings are objected to because the relationship among the reference number 
7,8,14,15,17,18,19 and 20 should be described in the specification. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

6. The following rejections are based on the best understanding of the claimed limitations. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Zwicky et a!. (U.S. 
Patent Number 5,884,492). 

Zwicky et al. disclose an air-conditioning system comprising temperature and humidity 
control of air through water spray systems 10 and 21. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Coffoeld (U.S. Patent 
Number 5,127,233). 

Coffoeld discloses a humidity and temperature control system comprising air through 
heat exchanger 17, regenerative heat exchanger 18 and cooling heat exchanger 19. 

10. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brown (U.S. Patent 
Number 3,812,685). 

Brown discloses an air-conditioning apparatus and process to control air temperature and 
humidity. Referring to Figs. 1-3, the system comprises heat exchanger 62, air washer 64, 
evaporating coil 76 and water spray system. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 03 

11. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. ' Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

12. Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Brown (U.S. 
Patent Number 3,812,685) in view of Shinkle (U.S. Patent Number 3,661,366) and farther in 
view of Yoshida et al. (JP 2000104954). 

In regard to claim 2, Brown discloses the invention substantially as claimed. However, 
Brown does not disclose air blow through the water having flow valve. Shinkle discloses valve 
28 and air blow through the air in the same field of endeavor for the purpose of scrub and 
cooling the air. Yoshida et al. disclose air blow valve for humidifier. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide 
the apparatus of Brown with blow air through the water with valve in view of Shinkle and 
Yoshida et al. so as to have cool and clean air. 

In regard to claim 3, the third stage of Brown and cooling coil 87 of Shinkle are for 
condensation. 

In regard to claim 4, Brown discloses refrigeration unit in the system. 
In regard to claim 5, both Brown and Shinkle disclose duct connection.
